THAT THE OFFICIALS of the Colorado Springs 


and Interurba'n Railway Company should'refuse the 
request of the citizens' committee for lower rates 
is not quite so surprising as their flat refusal to 
*n«Ve a statement of their reasons for denying the 
request There may be a few people who will con- 
clude that the cOmparjy refuses to grant lower rates 
solely becaiese it can not do so and make Its re- 
ceipts equal its expenditures, but the vast majority 
will require some kind ot proof. 


At the conference Thursday afternoon the com- 


mittee asked the street railway officials'to make a 
statement for publication, so that the public might 
understand their posit*** Both Fit^td«nt Rioe and 
Mr- Shfu-p positively defused to make any statement 
whatever. This action, to put it mildly, looks queer. 
There was nothing of malice or ill-will in the com- 
mittee's visit; only a desire to protect the interests 
of the community, and It was naturally expected that 
If they refused the request for lower fares the com- 
pany's officials would explain their position, giv- 
ing definite reasons, if any exist, why the desired 


, concessipns"can not be granted. They certainly real- 


ice that the entire population ~of Colorado Springs, 
Colorado City and Manltou, as well aa the summer 
visitors, are vitally Interested In the matter, and 
have been waiting for several days to hear the 
company's side 
The question has been thoroughly 


agitated from the popular viewpoint for more than 
a month, ending with the circulation of a petition 
for lower fares to which more tl">n eight thousand 
names were signed. During all this time the com- 
pany has maintained silence, except for the brief and 
contradictory Brn«t-^-*tion* M President Rice and 
Attorney McAllister. 


Thursday afternoon the citizens' committee, ap- 


pointed by resolution of the Council, warted upon 
th? street raUway^Mtielals to present formally tne 
popular volition and express the people's desire for 
lower fare*.
